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1. This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed 8/28/03. As directed by the 
amendment, claims 33-58 were canceled, new claims 59-77 were added. Thus, claims 59-77 are 
presently pending in this application. 



2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine grounded 
in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper 
timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment 
by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 for example.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 
1993); In re Longi, 759 for example.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
for example.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 for example.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 for example.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 
1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) mav be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this application.

3. Claims 59-77 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over 
claims 1-9 of US PAT. 6,542,585, claims 1-6 of US PAT. 6,236,718, claims 1-63 of US PAT. 
6,236,718, claims 1-3 of US PAT. 6,185,284, claims 1-5 of US PAT. 6,181,783, claims 1-23 of US 
PAT. 5,949,473, claims 1-38 of US PAT. 5,929,896, claims 1-61 of US PAT. 5,844,596 and claims 
1-30 of US PAT. 5,010,399. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the present claims are obvious version of the 
aforementioned patent claims using alternate languages and are directed to the same common subject 
matter, as follows: method and system for bi-directional transmission of data information using two- 
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wire telephone network without passing the data information to the connected voice telephone 
equipments. 

4. Claims 62-71, 76 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP § 
608.01(n). 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 59-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The specification does not contain any written description to provide support for "the 
energy... within a plurality of substantially non-overlapping sub-band', "simultaneously with said 
reception.... simultaneously with said applying of said first electrical signal" as is now claimed in new 
claim 59. 
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The specification does not contain any written description to provide support for 
"expressing... where the energy of said second electrical signal is concentrated within said low 
frequency band" as is now claimed in new claim 60. 

The specification does not contain any written description to provide support for the various 
percentages as is now claimed in claim 65, 73-75. 

The specification is inadequately written to provide support for the limitation " a control 
signal that has an influence on the content of said first information" as is now claimed in new claim 
69, since the specification only disclose the control signal to be from a remote control for changing 
channel, volume and the like. 

The specification is inadequately written to provide support for the "time-varying infrared 
light patterns" as is now claimed in claims 72, 77. 

The specification does not contain any written description to provide support for the 
limitation as is now claimed in claim 71. 

Dependent claims 60-77 are also rejected for the same reason since they are dependent on 
a rejected base claim and contain the same problem(s). 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
